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MINUTES. 


SATURDAY, JUNE 27, 1837. + 


The Ministers of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod, and Ministerium 
of North Carolina and adjacent parts, with their Lay Delegates, assentbled 
in St. John’s Church, Cabarrus county, on Saturday the 27th of June, 1837. 
A large Oengregation having assembled to hear the Gospel preached, the 
solemnities of public worship were commenced by the Rev. Jacob Selierer, 
who delivered a discourse in the German Janguage, from John 6 chap. 28 
verse. After a short intermission, the Rev. P. A. Strobel delivered an. 
Rnglish discourse, from Hebrew 2 chap. 3d verse. Both discourses were 
preparatory to the Lord’s Supper, and well adapted to the occasion. The Pas- 
tor of the Congregation then read the form of Confession, customary in our 
Charch, and announced, in the name of the Lord, to the truly penitent and 
genuine believersitr Christ, God’s promise of the pardon of their sins.— 
The Congregation was then dismissed with the divine benediction. 

. In the evening at candle-lighting, divine service was again held in 
the Church by the Rev. Messrs. Arey and Griesen, the former of whom 
preached from 2Jas. 5 chap, 12—20 verses, in the English, and the latter . 
from Ps. 40, 6 verse, in the Germen language. Several prayer meetings 
were also held this evening by the brethren in private houses. 


LORD'S DAY. 


At ar early, period of the day, a very large concourse of people as- 
sembled to engage im the solemnities of God’s worship. The exercises of 
divine worship were conducted simultaneously in the Church, and at a 
stand, erected for that purpose, at somedistance from the Church. The 
late Presuient, Rev. William Artz, preached the synodical sermon in the 


» English language in the Chureh, from Mathew AIV, 14—30, and was 


followed by the Rev. John C. Hope, delegate from the Synod of South 
Carolina, from Cor, XV., 21—26, also m the English language. Du- 
ring the exercises in the Caurch; the Rey. J. T. Tabler preached at the 
stand, from [1 hings, V, 1—14, and was followed with an exhortation by the 
Rev. 5. Rothrock. Alter a short intermission, the Congregation re-ns- 
sembled in the Church, and the Pastor Loci having consecrated the ele- 
ments for communion, the Holy Supper was administered to the clergy, 
the lay delegates, the communing meinbers of the Congregation generally 
and to some christian friends of other denominations. After communion, 
the Rev. B. Arey, agreeably toa resolution of the Missionary and Educa- 
tion Society at its last session, preached a Missionary sermon, for the 
the ground-work of which, he selected Mathew IX, 37—38. “ The 


| hurvest truly is a, but the laborers are few: Pray ye therefore,

In the evening at candle-lighting, divine sérvice was again held in the 
church. Rev. P. A. Strobel preached from Mathew XIX, 25. The 
solemn and interesting exercises of the Lonil’s day were now closed.

No. 8. Isa Petition signed by a number of persons of Luther’s Church 
in Rowan county, N. C., praying for the services of a Minister, as they bave 
for a long time been destitute of the regular ministrations of the Gospel. 

Your Committee recommend as above. 

No. 9.. Isa petition from St. Michael’s Church, in Iredell county, 
N. C., signed by the Elders and Deacons of said Church, praying to be 
supplied with a Minister of the Gospel to be located among them, promi- 
sing to contribute to the utmost of their ability to his support. 

Your Committee recommend as above. 

No. 10. Is a Petition from Davidson county, N. C., signed by a num- 
ber of persons, praying for the continued services of the Rev. John Swice- 
good during another year. 

Your Committee recommend as above. 

No. 11. Is a Petition from Chillhowee, Kolleps and South-Fork 
Churches in Virginia, bearing favorable testimony to the Ministerial per- 
formances of the Rev. Elijeh Hawkins, who has been faithfully laboring in 
their undst since the month of December last, and requesting the continu- 
ance of ‘his services in future, |

REPORT NO. 2.—On Misvtes, 


The Committee appointe! to examine the Minutes of Sister Synods 
beg leave to Report, that 
' Nol. Are the Minutes of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of West 
Pennsylvania. This Synod held its last meeting in Lewistown, Mifflin 
county, commencing on the 20th day of September 1836. The officers 
are Kev'd Wm. Yeager, Pres’t., Rev. G. A. Reichert, Sec., Rev. J. Mar- 
tin, Treasurer. This Synod numbers 39 ordained Ministers and one Li- 
censed Candidate, 32 of whom were p-esent. The Parochial returns, re- 
port 139 Congregations, 2.431 Baptisms, 935 Confirmations, 11,247 Com- 
iwnunicants, 415 Burials, 50 Sabbath Schools, From a perusal of the Mi- 
nutes of this respectable body, your Committee perceive that our Brethren 
in West Pennsylvania are still actively engaged in their efforts for the ad- 
vancement of the interests of our beloved Zion, and the promotion of 
Christ’s Kingdom. ‘The late President (Dr. J. G. Schmucker) in his en- 
nual report, speaking of tae state of the Church in the bounds of that Sy- 
nod, bas the ‘illowing remarks : 

“If we view the internal state of our Church, we have reason to say, 
The Lord has never Jett nor forsaken his People! This year too, about 
one dozen of new churches are in building, and others have been enlarged. 
Besides the regular course of the Gospel in our church, which silently 
makes one break after another, in the kingdom of darkness, the grace ot 
God has also appeared in some sections, (as for example in ayreneeenetg) 
in an extraordinary manner, which is matter of much joy. | also firmly 
believe, that if our special Conferences were better attended (as God 
seems to bless more abundantly our greater exerltiogs) we would frequent- 
ly eflect more good for eternity, than is otherwise effected ina whole year. 
What can the body of a congregation profit, if it be without a soul !— 
What signifies the most beautiful hedge, when the bes: plants are suflo- 
cated by weeds? St. Augustine says—*The Lord Jesus will one day 
ask us ministers, if thou art a Shepherd, show me a Lamb ip thy flock.” 
Your Committee deem these remarks too judicious and too good to be lost. 

No. 2. Are the minutes of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of South 
Carolina and adjacent States. This Synod held its last session at Sc. 
John’s Charch, on the Calk’s Ferry Road, in Lexington District. From 
the Parochial Reports, it appears, that this Synod nuthbers 15 Ordained 
Ministers, 4 Licensed Candidates and 4 ‘icensed Students of Divinity.— 


The number of Congregations under their charge is 26. The number of 
Baptisms 352, Confirmations 138, Communicants 1,896, Burials 136, Sab- 
bath Schools, 13, Teachers 52, Scholars 373. The officers of Synod are 
Rev. 8. A. Mealy, President, Rey. J. C. Hope, Secretary, Col. W. Caugh- 
man, Treasurer. The Treasurer reports fands in the Syaodical Treasury 
to the amount of &2,375 83}. From the Report of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Theological Seminary, it appears, that this 1audable Jnsticn- 
tion has thus far fully met the most sanguine expectations of its friende 
and supporters. From the Treasurer's report, it sppears, that at the last 
meeting of Synod, the funds of the Seminary amounted to $8,566 59}.— 
An Agent was appointed at the last meeting of Synod to visit different 
portions of South Carolina and elsewhcre, as might be practicable, for the 

irpose of raising additional funds for the support of this Institution. ‘The 
Lathes Church in the South, has already experienced, in no small de- 
gree, the blessed effects resulting from the establisnment of this Seminary 
and there is every reason to believe, that from this “school of the Pro- 
phets,” many streams will issue, which shall refresh and gladden the 
whste places of our Southern Zion. There is a proposition before the Sy- 
nod of South Carolina, for the calling of a Convention, the members of 
which are to be chosen by the Congecgntiqns tively. The object of 
this Convention is, to form a general Discipline for the better government 
and regulation of the Churches within the bounds of said Synod and for 
other purposes. The estate of the Churches under the care of the South 
Carolina Synod is truly encouraging. The President in his last Annual 
Report says: “Iam happy in being able to offer you, as the result of the 
information which has reached me, that the progress which hes been made 
by our Communion during the past year, notwithstanding the many dis- 
conragements which environ us, has been such as to cal] for sentiments of 
the liveliest gratitude to Heaven. The attachment of our people to the 
distinguishing principles of our venerable and beloved Church, continues 
unabated, and the zeal of our Ministers, posted on the tower of observa- 
tion, and alive to their responsibilitiés, and the holy interests confided to 
their vigilance and industry, seems to keep pace witu the increasing de- 
mands which are made by the Church upon their time, their talents, and 
their best energies. We may surely indulge the hope, that the undi- 
minished zeal and the well directed efforts of our ministers and members, 
accompanied with the blessing of heaven, can hardly fail to increase the 
prosperity, and. to extend the usefulness of our Zion. 

Your Committee cannot but express their regret, that from some cau- 
ses unknown, these are the only copies of the Minutes of sister Synode 
which have been received by this body. They are, therefore, deprived of 
the means of laying before you any facts relative to the state of our Zion 
in other sections of our country. Your Committee indulge the hope, that 
hereafter this body may be regulary furnished with the Minutes of sister 
Synods. Your Committee recommend, that six copies of the Minutes of 
this or be sent to each of the Evangelical Lutheran Synods in the 


United States.

1 Is a letter containing the report of two members of the 
committee, appointed at the last session of this Synod, to setile the dif- 
ferences between the Lutheran Sewitses, and St. Enoch’s Churches. The 
committee report, that only one party appeared before them, consequently 
they heard the statements only on one side ; but from the facts which they 
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were enabled to gather, the committee is of the opinibn, that St. Enoch’s 
Church is entitied to a share of the money in the Treasury of the Lutheran 
Sewitses Church, in proportion to the number of members belonging to 
cach congregation at the time of separation. 

Your Committee, believing that it is pot advisable for Synod to decide 
questions relative to money matters, recommend the appointment or a 
committee, whose duty it shall be, to bring the parties to a settlement of 
their differences, if possible, and to effect a complete reconciliation. 

NO. 2. Is a letter, containing a very favorabie recommendation ot 
the Rev. John Swicegood, attested by eleven signers. 

NO. 3. Is a letter, written by the Rev. Jacob Miller, which your 
Committee recominend to be read before Synod.

Meyers, Laymen. 

The letter addressed to this Synod, by the Rev. Jacob Miller, was 
now read, in which hestated, that during the past year he had not been able 
to preach constantly in consequence of bodily afflictions: that he intended 
to remove to the State of Inviana‘the-ensuing Fall, and therefore would 
probably never see the face of all of his brethren again in this world, “but, 
that the welfare and prosperity of the Church of Christ, and particularly 
of our Lutheran Zion, would always be acar his heart and the subject of 
iris prayers ;” and that domestic arrangements prevented his attendance at 
the Synod, and therefore requested to be excused. 

Resolved, That the absence of the Rev. J. Miller be excused.
